The place of preservation 
was so near tin» division b etween creta­ 
ceous and toitiary rock that they could 
not determine the age definitely. 
F ur­ 
ther study, however, shows that the 
reptile is a cretaceous form. 
“ During cretaceous time not only 
the greater part of Colorado, b ut the 
greater part of the western half of the 
continent, w a s a shallow sea, dotted 
here and then* with islands. The age of 
reptiles was nearing its close. 
Those 
clumsy, overgrown monsters which we 
are familiar with as inhab itants of the 
Denver region had reached their culmi­ 
nation and were ready to pass out of 
existence fore ver as soon as the new 
conditions were inaugurated at the end 
of the age. 
Among these reptile forms 
we find the ancestors of the modern ser­ 
pents. During the cretaceous period the 
seas were inhab ited b y long, snakelike 
reptiles called b y Cope pythonamorpha, ; 
or mosasuuria. He gives three genera— 
clidastes, platecarpus and mesasauras. 
It is in one of these genera of sea ser­ 
pents that our monster must b e placed. 
It is difficult to locate it definitely, b e­ 
cause so many of the characteristic 
parts are destroyed.

U n til the present century iron na ils 
w ere forg ed, a bla cksm ith being a ble to 
ma ke only tw o or three dozen a da y 
The lirst cut na ils w ere m a de by J ere­ 
m ia h W ilkinson in Rhode Isla nd in 1 7 7 5.
